In this. we loarn 
that Prince Ching and Li Hung-chang 
more than oncs expressed their gratitude 
to the French Legation for the measures it 
had taken to ease for the people the burden of 
tho military ocopation. M. Pichon relates 
his successful offorts to convince the French 
officers of the necessity of reviving confidence’ 
among the populace. He writes :-— 

T have ondeuvoured in accord with tha French 
Military Staff to lighten as far. is possible the 
burden Isid, npon the inhabitants by the 
military ocoupation. The ateps. taken or 
advi by the Legation have been warmly 
appreciated by thyinhabitants, and Prince Kun, 
and Li Hung-chang hayo repeatedly expresee 
their gratitude. Immodiatoly after the occupa- 
tion of Peking I urged upon the commander 
of our forces theinterest we had in restoring 
confidence among the people. Five French 
military posts were established at corefully 
selected places in order to protect the natives 
from any vexation on the part of our men. 

- A. council: of the leading natives has been 
formed. It consists of about 30 members, one 
fourth of whom ate Christinns, and includes 
retired officials, Jandlords, and well-to-do mer- 
chants. it administers the French quarter, 
-reooives the complaints of natives. hears police

Tha 
military authoriti-s only interfere-in caso of 
mutinous conduct, or burglary, both of which 
happen ¥ seldom. Requisitions being 
alwaya. vexatious. in on enemy's country, we 
mest the wants of our troops by means of 
voluntary suppliss, freely granted by the leading 
Chineso, with fair indemnities. . Thus wo have 
easily found contonments, coolies, carriagvs, 
Jeasts of burden, coals dnd fresh provisions for 
our men... The native municipality has im- 
proved the streets, set up lamp-posts (unknown 
before), and hss made a census of the pupula- 
tions. IL has sttled the very difficult matter of 
finding lodgings for our Christian- protegés. 
The latter, whose houses were burnt by the 
Boxers, found quarters, after our entrance into 
Peking, in. the palaces or deserted houses. 
This might hare been a. cause. of conflicts and 
Jater on of reprisals. Tt has'boen decided that 
for the time being, and under the ecntrol of the 
municipality, the present tenants of deserted 
houses will not be disturbed. Later on. they 
will return them to their owners, and will be 
entitled to: claim. compensation for repairs.

and their enterpriaes have eiffered several timos, 
and notably in the course of last summer. 

M. Pichon reiterates that the French Gov-| 
ernmont, in coming to this decision. considers 
it was showing special confidence in the Imperial 
Government, ag well as its own conciliate 
sentimen ts towards the Chiness. If the Frend 
Government did not take measures to guarantee 
the safety of its subjects and interests, it 
was because the Chinese Government solemnly 
undertook to guarantee’ théir absolute security. 
M. Pichon, however, thought it well to add 
that:—" You are, of course, well aware that 
$f this confidenco is broken, in no matter what: 
way, and st the first sign of owerlessnoss 
or ill-will of the Chineso authorities, it would 
itself have to tate such precautionary measures 
as it might deem opportune.” : 

“The question of the. spocial indemnities to be 
gantel to the several missions is hardly touched 
upou, but it is noteworthy that the 
kept constantly informed by the re esentative 
of France as to the position’ of the Catholic 
missions in Chins. It is interesting to know 
that.on May 31 the Freuch Amboasador at tho 
Vatican, M. Nisard, was ablo to inform M.
